lied Fliers Can Average 


6,000 Tons Daily !nto

PILOTS IN 
TRAINING 


Berlin, Oct. 13—(IP)—American 
officials are 
confident 
United 
States and British efforts can fly 
an average of 6,000 tons of sup- 
plies a day into Berlin throughout 
the winter if the Soviet blockade 
persists. 
The U. S. Air Corps said sev- 
eral hundred reserve pilots and 
engineers who will volunteer will 
be assigned to the Berlin air lift 
after receiving special training at 
Great Falls, Mont. 
British 
engineers 
announced 
plans to lengthen the ^runways at 
Gatow Air Base, their field in Ber- 
lin, from 1,500 to 2,000 yards, so 
that operations can be stepped up. 
The Americans will place Doug- 
las Globemaster transports in reg- 
ular shuttle service over the At- 
lantic, carrying special high pri- 
ority cargo from Westover Field 
base in Massachusetts to Frank- 
furt, for the air lift. 
The army has perfected, through 
radar, a ground controlled ap- 
proach (GCA) system which can 
bring planes to safe landings even 
when pilots cannot see the ground. 
Air officers say GCA can land a 
plane in Berlin every 3.8 minutes. 
The air lift is being- converted 
completely to four-engined C-54 
Skymasters, which carry 10 tons. 
The 
two-engined C-47s, which 
carry three tons, are being retired 
from the lift. 
The Russians continue to post 
•notices of air maneuvers in the 
corridors over Berlin, but yester- 
day British and American airmen 
once again said they saw no evi- 
dences of such activity. 
The Russians 
also 
suggested 
that nations maintaining military 
missions here close them and with- 
draw from Berlin. 
There are at least 15 such mis- 
sion's accredited to the four-power 
Allied Control Council. They look 
after the interests of their govern- 
ments here.

Insisting they were not violat- 
ing the Pennsylvania school code, 
the four Amishmen said they, feel 
scno_ol "is a waste of time." 
"When young people are through 
high school they don't want to do 
anything unless then can do it sit- 
ting down," said one of the four, 
Amos Yoder, a well-to-do farm- 
er. "It spoils them for 
farming.

DO NOTHING AN HOUR A DAY 


Advocating a revival of tKe lost art of doing nothing, 


Don Herrold, in The Reader's Digest for October, takes 
a deep look at our use of leisure and comes up with plenty 
of misgivings. 


An hour with nothing to do so terrifies the average 


American, Herrold says, that he jumps in his car, drives off 
fiercely in pursuit of diversion, and often ends up as a 
vital statistic in the Monday morning papers. Even our 
snorts, games and kindred time-killers are organized for 
efficiency. 
Applying the industrial ideal of high produc- 


tivity even to our off-moments, we set ourselves to doing 
nothing with dispatch. 


The author thanks heaven he grew up in Bloomfield, 


Ind., in the horse-and-buggy era when people had time 
to sit and think, or just to sit. Because Bloomfieldians 
had leisure to gather in the shade or in the back room of 
Gavin's drugstore, where rich and elevating conversa- 
tion came easily, the town was ful of characters, not 
robots. Herrold sees all this as a possible explanation 
of Indiana's prolific production of literary figures. "In- 
diana had hundreds of Bloomnelds, in which folks talked 
and lived literature without knowing it. 
Some of them 


just naturally got to writing it." 


Too much busyness is messing up your life, Herrold 


warns, when you don't take time to look up a word in the 
dictionary and, while you're at it, a word or two above 
and below. The very verbs of our American language 
testify to our hasty and violent living. We "catch" a 
train, "grab" a bite of lunch, "contact" a client. 


Recommended to those in too much hurry are things 


like these: more walking with no place to go; fewer 
appointments and more chance encounters; less talk with 
people who we think can help us in our careers and more 
with people who aren't going to help us get anywhere— 
the man who comes to fix the refrigerator, the carpenter, 
the elevator man. 


Minds, as well as crops, need rotating, Herrold ob- 


serves. Take up oil painting, he advises, even if you're 
lousy at it. It's slow, and it will teach you to look. 


Shower baths are deplored as too fast and too efficient. 


Nobody ever thought anything out in one. Soak. 


A THOROUGHGOING AMERICAN IDEA 
The Community Chest is a thoroughgoing American 


idea that wins a warm response from all of us. 


Most of us can remember the way community enter- 


prises used to be financed—the Y. M. C. A., the Y. W. C. 
A., the Salvation Army, the Boy Scouts, and all the rest. 
Each Warren organization would assemble a committee- 
nine in all—and send the members out to solicit funds at 
different times during the year. Some got a lot; some got 
a little—and the difference wasn't always due to the rela- 
tive value of the projects. 
The best promoters got the 


most money. If one of the organization had on its staff 
a man who, as the saying goes, could sell refrigerators to 
Eskimos—why, that organization prospered most. 


The Community Chest system was adopted in war- 


time in a vast number of cities and towns. It worked. 
It saves people annoyance and time. 
It gets the right 


amount of money to the right place. It represents good 
sense. 


Another phase of contributing to the Community Chest 


is what might be termed "Installment" giving. You may 
•pread your payments over the year. A contribution de- 
signed to help support the nine Warren agencies and the 
USO for a full year outstrips the limits of one cash pay- 
ment. By pledging a contribution on a monthly or quar- 
terly basis you can give what you would really like to 
g*ve—because you have time enough to give enough.

Ans- 
ievy, often needless, is something 
that every person should endeav- 
or to eliminate, the speaker stres- 
sed.His figures showed that mental 
illness 13 now prevalent in one out 
of every ten persons i~ the country 
and every individual's effort should

he showed, is about $60 a month.
